On the afternoon of the 7th September 1959, two sales- 
men of Lipton Tea Company Limited, were returning in a 
hired jutka io (heir headquarters in SrikakuJam niioi com- 
pletinjj their work in Villages on the opposite side uf the 
Badavingedda rivulet which crosses the road between the vil- 
lages of Mukhalingam and Roman apalli, Due to continuous 
rain the rivulet waa in flood and the water had risen some 
three feet above the causeway. 

The Lip ton represent* fives were anxious to get back to 
their headquarters before nightfall and the jutka driver also 
wished to get home, A a soon, however, as he drove the jutka 
on to the causeway it was overturned by the force of the 
current and the occupants were swept into the flood. The 
jutka driver was fortunately swept ashore by the current, At 
thia juncture, Police Constable Kugarlapathi Jagannadha Raju 
happened to paws that way and pulling off his shoes plunged 
into the raging torrent ami swam to one of the Salesmen who 
did not know how to swim. Constable Raju had great diffi- 
culty in avoiding the drowning man’s clinches but eventually 
managed to bring him safely ashore. Having done this he im- 
mediately swam back to the other Salesman who could swim 
a little but was hampered by a bag containing money which 
he zealously clutched and was struggling in the water. A 
local potter implied by Constable Raju’s example also jumped 
into the water and helped to bring the Salesman, with his 
money, to safety. 

In this incident, Constable Raju showed great courage and 
presence of mind and saved two lives at great danger to his 
•wn life,
